Document D3 (fig. 1-3) describes a self -locking and sealing 
screw. See also document D4 . 

The principal document D5 shows a pipe fitting with the thread 
arranged at a distance from the end of the pipe fitting that 
act as a guide surface. 

By studying the search report one would get the impression 
that documents D1-D5 anticipate he invention according to 
claims 1-16, but the cited documents lack important features, 
namely, the pipe fittings according to claim 1 differs from 
document Dl in that the threaded aperture have protrusions on
